take-off," said Major 
Crandall. "What's wronn 
with those pilots?" He eyed 
the other officers at Meade 
Field. 

Lt. Merlin scratched his 
jaw reflectively. 

"Too many on the land- 
ings, too," he stated. "More 
ships are being crashed get- 
ting off and coming in than 
the Nips are blasting." 

"One thing sure," said one 
of the officers, "it isn't be- 
cause those ships are in any 
way defective. They reach 
here in perfect condition. 
Not the inspectors' fault 
either; they are the tops." 

Dick Mace, who had been 
Bent on an inspection tour of 
various fields for the War 
Department, had a word to 
say on the subject. Uncle 
Sam wanted to know why the 
boys were crashing so many 
ships. 

"I've been making a study . 
of the situation," he said. 
"Nothing wrong with the 
ships nor the pilots. Then 
we'll have to look deeper for 
the cause of these accidents." 

"Got any ideas?" Major 
Crandall asked. 

"One or two," Dick re- 
plied. "But it will take some 
investigation . .'. give me a 
few days." 

That was perfectly satis- 
factory. If Dick's findings 
required a few days, the 
brass hats were perfectly 
willing to cooperate. Why 
not? More than a dozen 



planes bad been cracked up 
at this field alone — the rea- 
son had to be turned up. 

It didn't take Dick long 
to find part of the answer. 
He talked with various en- 
gineering groups at one of 
the biggest aircraft plants. 
Surprising enough, his report 
reads as follows: 

"Once upon a time pilots 
just flew. Which is to say 
they put all their chip's on 
their "flying sense," their 
faith in. God and the ques- 
tionable ability of their ship. 

That wag a long time ago, 
when aviation was in very 
short pants and planes were 
shorter on safety and operat- 
ing efficiency. 

It's different today. Pilots 
don't fly on hunches; an ex- 
tremely exact and orderly 
system guides their every 
movement and no detail is 
left to chance. Before a pilot 
at all times is an astonishing 
array of dials, meters, indi- 
cators and other baffling (to 
the layman) gagdgets which 
tell him just where he is, how 
he got there, why, where he 
is going, and what time it is. 

This brings us to the sub- 
ject of Weight, which is a 
"heavy" subject in the sci- 
ence of aeronautics. From 
the time an airplane is but 
a hopeful gleam in the de- 
signer's eye until it is spilling 
bad medicine on the Axis, 
weight is one of the major 
factors in its well being. Per- 
haps we should say weight 
and balance control. 



The distribution of weight 
figures as high in the con- 
tours of a plane as it does in 
other, more enchanting craft. 
Weight control engineers are 
sometimes confronted with 
baffling problems when the 
weight goes up on a model. 
Dieting won't work ; you have 
to lop off the extra avoirdu- 
pois as it develops. 

When the airplane is ready 
for delivery, a thing of sleek, 
lithe beauty with no "fat" 
anywhere, the subject of 
weight lifts its heavy head 
again. This time it applies 
to loading. The effects of im- 
proper aircraft loading are 
all too costly and tragic. An 
overloaded plane increases 
the take-off run and may re- 
sult in serious crack-tps. 

Uneven distribution of 
weight — cargo — also, fuel 
and crew — creates many oth- 
er dangerous conditions. 

The theory of weight and 
balance control, is extremely 
simple. It is best described 
by picturing an old-fashioned 
steelyard scale which is in 
equilibrium or balance when 
it rests on the fulcrum in a 
level position. The fulcrum 
is the center of gravity, which 
in airplanes is always nearer 
the forward part of the wing. 

Suspend a plane from this 
point and it will hang com- 
paratively level — if it has re- 
ceived the proper nourish- 
ment. It should "hang" in 
similar fashion when in 
flight. 

Let us consider the proper 



loading of planes. The best 
center of gravity position is 
obtained by placing the 
moveable crew and cargo so 
that plane will neither be 
tail- or nose-heavy; in other 
words, so that it will continue 
in level flight with the ele- 
vator trim tabs set at zero 
when a pilot removes his 
hands from the controls. 
Trim tabs, in case you're a bit 
hazy on your terminology, 
are small hinged rectangular 
sections dovetailing into the 
trailing edges of the main 
control surfaces of the plane 
and normally stay flush with 
the control surface. 

In regular airline opera? 
tion the problem of balanc- 
ing a plane is solved with an 
instrument called the Libra- 
scope — an automatic comput- 
er' which tells how much 
weight to put where. 

War flying is vastly differ- 
ent from commercial flying. 
In' the latter the loads vary 
little; whereas combat planes 
have no fixed points. The 
ship that flies a general to 
Africa one day, may be load- 
ed for a bombing mission as 
soon as it is checked and re- 
fueled. The general and- oth- 
er members of the crew can 
be shuttled back and forth 
as fuel is ifted up and that 
portion^ of the craft gets 
lighter. Example : Put the 
general in the lightened area 
and everything balances 
again. But you can't always 
shift the cargo in that easy 
manner. 

All this would seem to in- 
dicate that the stowage of 
material in aircraft is just as 
exact a science as loading the 
cargo holds of sea-going ves- 
sels. And you're right. Its im- 
portance is so great, that avia- 
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tion engineering cadets at 
the Technical Training Com- 
mand School and Yale are 
being taught the business of 
balancing military aircraft in 
a course entitled "AAF Field 
Weieht and Balance Con- 
trol." 

Upon graduation — when 
students are given the rank 
of 2nd lieutenant — -they are 
sent out, as weight and bal- 
ance officers, to widely scat- 
tered war theatres. There, 
they supervise the delicate 
business of loading every 
plane correctly. 

As of January 18, 1943, 
any Army Air Force plane 
not provided with its weight 
and balance data is ground- 
ed. No pilot is permitted to 
accept knowingly and oper- 
ate any AAF aircraft without 
satisfactory evidence of the 
balance and gross weight. 

There is considerably 
more lo the subject of wei-gbt 
than set forth here, but a 
prolonged discussion would 
run into excessive poundage 
— pardon ! — wordage. 

If this little dissertation on 
the importance of weight and 
balance in building and fly- 
ing airplanes has given you 
some idea of it, then we're, 
happy. The whole thing start- 
ed when Dick personally set 
out to interview at least 18,- 
000 Lockheed Aircraft plant 
employees on the topic of 
weight. And whadya know, 
not one of 'em knew a thing 
about it! 

It should be mentioned 
here that engineers establish 
a "bogey,' r or estimated 
weight for each portion of 
the airplane while it is under 
construction. If one or more 
portions run over the weight. 



it is considered excessive 
"fat" and must be pared 
down at the affected point or 
elsewhere. 

Sometimes this is such a 
difficult task that weight en- 
gineers, who are ordinarily 
sane, intelligent people, go 
wacky and must be transfer- 
red to quiet, sylvan places 
where the word "weight" is 
never heard. 

There are several ways to 
reduce weight on an air* 
plane. One of the simplest is 
cutting lightening holes in 
such portions as demand lit- 
tle stress importance. The in- 
side of the door panels is 
among these. Often a reduc- 
tion of necessary equipment 
is necessary. 

But when pilots find trou- 
ble in taking off and landing 
ships, it is often caused by 
an uneven distribution of 
cargo. But then the experts 
on loading are supposed to 
be on hand at all times to 
see that the ship is loaded 
correctly. 

Dick's report started an 
immediate investigation at 
the field and it was soon 
1 learned that the accidents 
had occurred only to planes 
that somehow had been al- 
lowed to take off without a 
careful loading of cargo. 

But as of that day, all such 
accidents ceased. The major 
was happy. So were the pi- 
lots. Some of them had begun 
to think that they were af-. 
fected by air happiness, 
which is a rather odd flyer's 
disease, and is usually caused 
by too much flying in battle 
areas. Something like the 
boxer who goes slap-happy 
by being pummeled tffo much 
in tbe ring.
